GALLOP POLL, by Our Readers 
Is It a Push 
Ora Pull? 


From “The Squire.” Christchurch, New 
Zealand: 


In your issue of November 2, in an 
article by A. S. Hewitt. he says inter alia 
on page 1129 “a race horse is propelled 
largely through the push given by the 
hind feet.” 

| have a wholesome respect for Mr. 
Hewitt’s opinions. but in this case may | 
be permitted to flatly disagree with the 
above statement? 

The recognized authorities on the horse 
in motion are: England—Muybridge’s 
Horse in Motion: France—Goubaix and 
Barricre’s Exterior of the Horse; Ger- 
many--Ellenburger’s Physiology of Loco- 
motion in Animals; Austria—A. N. Chutz’s 
Paces of the Horse. 

It was not until instantaneous photog- 
raphy came to the aid of physiology that 
the sequence and method of limb com- 
binations was finally settled. The ex- 
posures originally made by Muybridge and 
his co-workers were taken at the rate of 
1/1,000 of a second. A_ horse photo- 
graphed thus moves forward 7/10th of an 


inch and the moving foot 14% inches. This 
exposure was too long to make a thorough 
investigation, so shorter exposures were 
employed, i. e. the reels slowed down in 
order that every phase of the movement 
could be studied and interpreted. Under 
ordinary observations, the limbs are as 
confusing as the spokes of a wheel rotat- 
ing. To obviate difficulties and simplify 
matters in the observance of the move- 
ment of the limbs, I find that the best 
method of looking at them is to use a 
slitted card so held that the legs only are 
visible. 

Anything written prior to instantaneous 
photography was mere observation and 
opinion, and as such, can be discarded. 
The gallop of animals is divided into two 
sections—transverse and rotary. Horses

always use transverse motion, dogs and 
some other animals the retary. To under. 
stand the gallop, it is essential (as L hope 
to convince you) to remember that the pro.- 
pulsion is done by one fore leg only. from 
the jump-off. the body alights on one hind 
leg which is always the one diagonal -to 
the propeller. The body having aligtited, 
a step is then made with the hind legs, 
then a step with the fore legs. from which 
again it is propelled. There are seven dif- 
ferent positions assumed by the legs dur- 
ing the gallop. In the stride there are 
two steps and a spring. 
Here is a description of a horse in ae- 
tion: 
(1) Beginning with the body in the air, 
(2) The horse alights on one hind limb, 
say the near, the leading leg being the 
off. This receiving leg is thrust well 
forward of the body and for a minute 
period the horse is standing on one 
leg. The opposite hind leg then 
makes a step and comes to the ground. 
The body is now momentarily on iwo 
hind legs. 


3) The fore legs have not yet reached the 


ground: they are being advanced as 
far as possible to the front, and to en- 
able them to reach forward, the first 
hind leg is snatched off the ground 
and the horse is again left standing 
on one hind leg. 

(4) The fore legs now begin their descent 
and the one diagonal to the hind leg 
on the ground now makes contact. 

(5) The horse’s body is now supported on 
one fore and one hind diagonal leg. 

(6) The fore legs now make their stride. 
and to do this the body rotates over 
the fore leg. and in so doing the hind 
leg leaves the ground. The horse is 
once more left on one leg. The step 
is now made, both fore legs on the 
ground, the first fore leg is now 
snatched up and the horse is left 
standing on one leg, which is the 
leading one. 

Within the next fraction of a second 

the body is in the air again. 


Briefly, a hind step with no support in 
front. a fore step with no support from be- 
hind, and a spring. 

Muybridge, working with a horse in rac- 
ing condition, galloping at the rate of 35 
miles an hour, found the stride to measure 
22 feet. 10 inches, made up as_ follows: 
Forestep. 5 feet 0 inches: hind step, 3 feet 
10 inches; distance between hind and fore 
leg. 7 feet 6 inches; spring. 6 feet 6 inches. 

You will notice that the step taken by 
the fore limb is much longer than. that 
taken by the hind. Today it is recognized 
that authority does not differ—the only 
dissentient is “Old Time Folklore.” 

A point of interest is that a horse at ful! 
gallop cannot get his fore hoof further for- 
ward than at a point drawn from his nose 
to the ground.

You have no doubt heard many of the 
axioms used by some of the old-timers. 
such as twice the length of the head equals 
this. the depth of the body plus this equals 
that. the distance from the wither to the 
tail should equal the distance to the nose 
etc.. and so on. I think you will get the 
drift of my remarks. Well! Goubaix and 
Barriere made a model based on these old- 
time sayings. and it was made absolutely 
and exactly to the measurements quoted. 
When it was finished. had it been alive, it 
would have been worth 10.000 guineas, but 
only to Barnum and Bailey’s freak show, 
because it did not look like a horse at all.

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The Question of Sauce for the Gander 


OME of the boys are asking what’s wrong with the 
principle of declaring horse owners in on a percentage of 
the mutuel handle, tust as the tracks have a percentage. 

What percentage of zehat mutuel handle: ‘The turnover 
for the meeting? for the day? for the race? for the win 
pool? for the place and show pools? How will they fix 
the percentage fairly and how unfix it when adjustment ts 
necessary? Is the percentage to be the whole payment or 
will there be a guaranteed minimum: Will the winner of 
a $2,000 claiming race get the same proportion as the win- 
ner of the week’s best race? Usually more money is bet on 
the last race than on the second; does the winner earn 
more in proportion! How about an even-money favorite 
which wins? does he get a bigger percentage than a long- 
shot winner! If not, why not? He brought in more busi- 
ness, didn’t he? 

Some of these questions will sound silly now, though it is 
difficult to tell just where they become silly. Further, it is 
certain that if a percentage system is instituted, these and 
other questions, silly or not, will recur indefinitely. But sup- 
pose they are settled with the utmost good sense for the 
time being. “Then what? 

Then we have owners sharing directly in the gross earn- 
ings their horses help to produce. “Vhey are now theoretic- 
ally happy until such time as it seems they should have a 
larger percentage—or perhaps a share of the gate receipts, 
and the program sales, and the profits from the hot dogs. 

All these things stand to reason—using the same reason 
now being used to pry into the mutuel till, namely, that with- 
out horses there would be no betting (and no gate receipts, 
program sales, or hot dogs). 

But suppose the owners are satished for the time being 
with their, say, one per cent of the handle, plus, say, one- 
third of the breakage. Well, now everything is fixed. The 
owners have got what they were entitled to. What next? 

Now comes the spokesman for the grooms’ union—we 
are just supposing, of course—and he goes up to, say, Mr. 
Donn, and says the grooms would like some of that percent- 
agew Mr. Donn laughingly explains he can’t do that. He’s 
paving the owners that way, isn’t he? But that’s different— 
the owners furnish the actors who put on the show. Well, 
says the groom, if they’re going to be called actors, we’ll just 
call ourselves stagehands. 


‘Then Mr. Donn explains about the Federal tax, and the 
groom goes away. ‘That night he gets to thinking. He 
comes upon a brilliant idea—a solid, profitable, incontro- 
vertible idea. If the owners get a percentage of what the 
track gets, why shouldn’t the grooms get a percentage of 
what the owners get? “The more he thinks about it the 
more foolproof it seems. And that’s the way it turns out. 

‘The pattern is now fixed, and everybody else cuts in. 
Why not: The state gets a percentage, so do the city, the 
track, the owner, the groom, the exercise boy, the black- 
smith, then the breeder. “Then the ticket seller and the 
cashier. And the man who rakes over the path across the 
track (stand-in pay for him if a tunnel has been built). 

This is not kidding. ‘lo test the workability of any 
principle, simply extend it indefinitely, then sight down the 
length of it and see where it leads. See how it works for 
you, and how it works agaist you when others accept it as 
a basic pattern of behavior. ‘This is an old philosophical 
principle. Kant called it the categorical imperative. Chris- 
tians call it the Golden Rule. Democracies call it democracy. 

Policies must be determined not only in the light of imme- 
diate grievances, but in the light of new problems they will 
create. If horsemen will be pleased to have a percentage 
of their gross earnings levied by persons who do not share 
their investment of capital, they will be quite free to demand 
a percentage from the tracks. In such case they must also 
be prepared to support—or at least to refrain from opposing 
—similar demands from other groups. 

‘The tracks operate under more or less orthodox principles 
of capitalism. As everybody knows, there are numerous 
departures from perfection in capitalism. But if anybody 
thinks he knows a better ’ole, let him think again before he 
goes to it. 

Nevertheless, let track owners read—and re-read—the 
HBPA letter on the next page. It is a sincere and revealing 
document, sincere in its stout argument, revealing the utter 
necessity for establishing new and more efficient techniques 
of consultation and co-operation. 

Insofar as it can establish effective new methods of co- 
operation among groups, the Turf will be contributing to 
the survival of democratic government. The failure of op- 
posing groups to learn how to work together has been the 
destroyer of every great civilization. We learn, or else. 
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The HBPA Presents Its Grievances, 


Asks Purses On Percentage Basis 


\ 
The following article is the text of a letter to the editor of THE BLoop- 
Horse from two officials of the Florida division of the Horsemen’s Benevolent 
and Protective Association and one official of the New Jersey division. A 
letter received from H. H. Ferguson, executive secretary of the Maryland 
division, was of similar content, but, because of the duplication of ideas, is not 
published here. 


Much to our surprise, we have read in 
THe Broop-Horse of March 8th a criti- 
cism of the HBPA. We horsemen have 
felt that this magazine was one which did 
see both sides of a story and printed only 
that which is true. 

Ever since Gulfstream Track adopted 
the percentage plan of paying purses, the 
so-called “experts” who write the back 
page of the racing papers have been un- 
justly “rapping” the horsemen. Since this 
gentry of “hacks” are so seldom right, the 
horsemen paid them scant notice. 

Now. however. THE BLoop-HorsE joins 
in a ridiculous article, on the valuable edi- 
torial page. thus adding importance. Is 
it just coincidence that the racing publi- 
cations always take sides in favor of the 
racing associations and against the horse- 
men, regardless of what the discussion may 
be about? Or is it just Free (advertising ) 
Press? 

Since you started on the “bonus” ques- 
tion, remember that it was the Associ- 
ations who started that evil, against the 
wishes of the horsemen, and that the 
money given was taken from the purses 
belonging to these horsemen. Is it surpris- 
ing then that the horsemen demanded that 
the amount be added to the purses when 
the bonuses were discontinued? 


Fruits of the Bonus 


We objected to the bonus not only from 
a money standpoint, but also because it 
was hard to find help to take care of 
horses from the farm, yearlings, and others 
not ready to run. It loaded the tracks 
with so called “hustlers” who led a horse 
to the races for the one- or two-horse sta- 
bles, just for the award. It created a class 
of exercise boys who found it better to 
gallop outside horses, so that they could 
collect the bonus every time horses started. 
It caused dissatisfaction among the help 
of the stable, over the distribution of the 
money. for in many stables it is always the 
same boy who gallops the same horses. 

From a story in your magazine. the head 
of the Grooms Association stated that most 
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of the small trainers were just touts, and 
didn’t matter. This person, Mr. Trippy. 
now leaves himself open to the question 
of just WHO IS HE? WHAT IS HIS 
PAST AND BACKGROUND? Why did 
the horsemen refuse to discuss anything 
with HIM? 

Now as to the extra race given by Gulf- 
stream Race Track for the HBPA. This 
certainly is no bonus. The money is in 
no way to be used by the HBPA for any 
purpose other than relief and charity 
among the needy of the backstretch. This 
organization has received many donations 
from the race tracks, and every cent thus 
derived has been used for charity purposes. 
NOT ONE CENT has been used for ad- 
ministration or for uses that would be of 
advantage to itself. 

Every year, a complete statement is 
given, ard at any time the books of the 
HPBA are open for inspection. We are 
now considering the refusal of such con- 
tributions in the future, and throwing the 
burden of charity back to the race tracks, 
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EXPLANATORY 


Editor’s note: THE wel- 
comes the accompanying statement from 
officers of the Horsemen’s Benevolent and 
Protective Association, and presents it here 
as an important document in the field of 
group relationship within racing, of espe- 
cial interest to racing management. 

Members of the HBPA will understand 
that THE Bioop-Horse is not “against” 
their organization, but rather is for or 
against certain ideas and policies. On 
occasion it has supported or disagreed 
with policies of most of the organizations 
in racing. without losing its regard for the 
organizations themselves. 

It assumes that the HBPA is not yet 
irretrievably married to the idea that 
purses should be paid on a percentage 
basis, and on the previous page has ar- 
gued against the wedding. 
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where it justly belongs, and where it 
was before the HBPA. Each year many 
thousands of dollars are taken from the 
HBPA’s own funds for the needy, and the 
treasury left short for the necessities of 
administration. Strange indeed, that when 
racing donated Hundreds of Thousands 
of Dollars for outside relief nothing but 
praise was forthcoming. However, when 
money for relief of its own is given, our 
racing papers are the ones to criticize. 


Does the Public Bet on Lakes? 


Now, as to the great hue and cry about 
paying the purses on a percentage basis, 
according to the mutuel handle. First, 
what we want to know, WHAT IS THE 
OBJECTION? If business is good, then 
so will be the purses, and if business is 
bad, then the purses will automatically 
drop. 

Judge Dooley, president of the TRA, 
stated he doesn’t want the horsemen as 
partners. Swell argument. Does the pub- 
lic come to see and bet on the lakes on 
the centerfield, or on the beautiful flowers? 
Try and run a meeting without the horses. 

Isn’t it true that the Tote Company 
works on a percentage of the handle? Are 
they partners? Are they more important 
than the horses? Do they have as much 
invested and why are they privileged? If 
it is OK for them, why not for the ones 
who put on the show? 


The horses are to the track what the 
pictures are to the theatre, and those very 
pictures are put into the theatres on a 
percentage basis ONLY .. . and why not? 
The theatres may be beautiful, air-condi- 
tioned, and have nice, roomy seats, but 
try and get the public to pay admission 
without a picture. 

As Mr. Arnold Hanger said, “The cir- 
cus and the race tracks are alike in the 
fact that both need animals to put on the 
show. Only the circus must buy, feed and 
ship their animals, while the tracks get 
theirs for nothing.” At the very best it 
is in great doubt whether 5 per cent of 
the horse owners break even. Certainly 
the rich owner rarely does so, and _ the 
small men who must depend on the sport 
for a living finds the sledding mighty 
tough. 


Bonuses for Bondholders 


Since the statement of not wanting the 
horsemen as partners, let us see just who 
are the partners, and why so much money 
must be earned for these partners. A 
great scheme for the financing of a new 
track is to sell bonds, and as a bonus. a 
certain amount of the stock is given free 
to each bondholder. As the track earns 
money, the bonds are paid off and retired 
with the profits. The free stock as yet 
does not earn. Then the great cry is that 
the stock has not received a cent interest 
in so many years. Certainly not, but the 
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bondholders have. After the bonds are 
paid off and retired. then of course the 
stock which was originally given out free. 
starts to get its dividend. 

As the stock prices rise with earnings. 
it is split many times, and the resale cre- 
ates more owners. and naturally more 
money invested, IN THE STOCK. BUT 
NOT IN THE TRACK. for while the 
amount of stock out may be worth Ten 
Million, the actual investment in the track 
itself may be Two or Three Million. which 
in most Cases was entirely paid off when 
the original bonds were retired. 

But the interest must be paid on the 
Ten Million, and from the handle. gate 
receipts and concessions: the latter two 
incomes, In most cases. amount to as much 
as the purses paid. The revenue from the 
concessions and gate. while enormous. is 
rarely ever mentioned as income by the 
associations. 

Are the horsemen, who make all this 
possible. with their perishable great  in- 
vestment, less entitled to percentage 
than the many so-called partners? Not 
strange that the racing associations who 
are guilty of paying the smallest of purses. 
despite enormous earnings. are the very 
ones who are doing most of the objecting 
to the percentage idea. And no wonder: 
At one track in New Jersey. a few years 
back, the purses were so out of proportion 
to the earnings, that the stewards called 
in a committee of the horsemen. AND 
ASKED THAT THEY COMPLAIN AND 
THAT THEY WOULD HAVE THE 
BACKING OF THE STEWARDS. 


Competition, But Not for Tracks 


The start of the percentage idea was 
when the horsemen objected to Gulfstream 
offering a two thousand minimum. Sup- 
pose that this was accepted, wouldn’t it 
look nice, and wouldn't it be fair, now that 
the track is having million-dollar week- 
days, and the average is hundreds of 
thousands over their predictions? And 
remember that Mr. Donn and Director of 
Racing Mr. Clifford, and not the horsemen. 
were the ones who worked out and _pro- 
posed the percentage at Gulfstream Park. 

One of the back page writers. while 
crying “crocodile tears” over the percent- 
age asked, “WHERE IS THE FREE EN- 
TERPRISE?” What does free enterprise 
mean’ Clean and fair competition. 

ll let you decide where the free enter- 
prise is, among the horsemen. who must 
compete in the toughest kind of competi- 
tion to carn a part of a purse, fighting off 
ailments in the horses, too often caused by 
tracks so hard that it is cruel to run 
horses over them (so the associations can 
say in their publicity that they broke track 
records, even if it is over the crippling 
legs of the horses that made them so 
mighty and rich), or the racing associ- 
ations, with their TRA meetings behind 
closed doors, setting policies to suit them- 
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NO AWARDS—KEENELAND 


In the condition book for the 11-day 
Keeneland meeting opening April 10. the 
following is printed: 


SPECIAL NOTICE 
No awards will be paid by Keene- 
land Race Course. Inc. All stables 
scheduled for shipment to Keeneland 
are requested to cancel stall reserva- 
tions if their employees expect pay- 
ment of awards. 


The Keeneland statement is in line with 
the policy adopted by Thoroughbred Rac- 
ing Associations of the United States. Inc.. 
recommended for all the member tracks. 
Hialeah Park declined to pay awards or 
bonuses at its recent winter meeting. and 
Gulfstream and Oaklawn Parks, TRA 
tracks now holding meetings. are not pay- 
ing them. The Tanforan track. in Cali- 
fornia, though not a TRA member. is not 
paying bonuses. and they were not paid 
by the TRA’s Santa Anita Park. 

At Lexington last week Richard Ross. 
who has been active in the affairs of the 
Exercise Riders and Grooms Association 
of America. Inc.. said his organization did 
not plan to seek awards at Keeneland, and 
would not sanction attempts by grooms 
or exercise boys to collect awards. The 
statement was made several days before 
the Keeneland condition book was dis- 
tributed. 

Ross added that his group had been in 
communication with William L. Green. 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor. and expected to be granted an inde- 
pendent charter, possibly in April. 
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selves, and objecting in unison when one 
of their members dares to “step out of 
line” and try a new idea, that may cut 
into their profits, but better the sport. And 
when their race meetings are on, they do 
not even have the competition of other 
courses running nearby, for the dates are 
set by agreement. 

Some time ago, a Congress of Racing 
was suggested, a meeting to discuss what 
is best for racing. by all concerned with 
the sport. Did the owners, trainers. jock- 
eys, the HBPA, and breeders’ associations 
refuse to meet? They did not. Did the 
TRA agree to discuss with the others? 
They certainly did refuse, for it must be 
the TRA way and no other. Free Enter- 
prise, huh! 


Why All the Knocking? 


Ever hear of any criticism because the 
various associations formed the TRA? 
Certainly not. Then why all the knocking 
when the horsemen formed the HBPA? 
Is one side always right and the other al- 


ways wrong? When Spencer Drayton was 
first hired. it was thought that he was to 
be an impartial guardian of racing. not 
answerable to anyone. He is now. the 
secretary of the TRA. Can he be impar- 
tial? And the amount set aside for his 
organization this year is $800.000 which 
must come from the profits of racing. and 
naturally from the purses must come some 
of it. 

Did we hear any cry from the press 
when some of the associations took the 
grand little scheme of advertising a certain 
amount of purses to be distributed, and 
then replacing races which failed to fill 
with races for smaller purses, and pocket- 
ing the difference? Everyone knows that 
the next best race on the card should have 
been credited with the difference. or at 
least the money should have been dis- 
tributed among the other races. The prac- 
tice became so bad in Maryland. that the 
Commission had to enact a rule FORCING 
THE ASSOCIATION TO RETURN THE 
MONEY TO OTHER RACES. In Florida 
this year, one track chiseled $16.000 and 
when confronted with the fact, promised 
that they would return it. DID THEY? 
THEY DID NOT. 

Did you ever hear of an association giv- 
ing the horse owner a bonus after an un- 
expectedly large meeting? However, who- 
ever heard of one that did not give their 
directors and other high-priced officials a 
large bonus. often as much as the amount 
distributed as profits to the stockholders? 
No squawking from the newspapers then. 

When purses are fairly adjusted. as they 
would automatically be under the per- 
centage system, then there can be no dis- 
agreement on that score. When the purses 
are good. the value of the horses is main- 
tained, the prices of yearlings are good. 
salaries to stable employees will be high, 
and the horsemen will have a better chance 
to break even. We can look with great 
suspicion on those who object without bet- 
ter reason than already given.

Camden Is Heaven for Steeplechasers 


And Not Exactly Bad for Others 


S. C. 

The business of finding how many race 
tracks there are at Camden has been given 
up as a bad job. The principal one, for 
serious works. is the mile track on the 
training grounds owned by Mrs. Marion 
du Pont Scott, where nearly all the horses 
wintering here are quartered. 

But there is a half-mile track nearby, 
and over at Springdale, which adjoins 
Mrs. Scott’s property, there is a six-fur- 
long track, a track which measures a mile 
and 200 feet, a ring big enough for fast 
gallops, a hurdle schooling course, a 
brush schooling course, a hurdle course, 
a brush eourse. a course for schooling over 
timber, and the three-mile Carolina Cup 
course over timber. 

Also there is an old polo field which is 
used for gallops, to say nothing of miles of 
sand roads which can be used for hacking. 
Almost certainly I do not have them all, 
because this area being practically all 
sand, all you have to do to make a track is 
to find a flat place and start galloping. 

A horse here is thus offered the widest 
possible variety of scenery, for it is possi- 
ble to give him a different gallop every 
morning for a week or so, and my limited 
observation is that nervous horses settle 
down under this sort of routine, and 2- 
year-olds learn to go more steadily. Cam- 
den has all the horses it can accommodate, 
which means something like 150, and if 
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there were stalls available there would be 
many more. 

For flat race horses Camden probably 
offers no great advantage over Aiken, 
which has a fine mile track, a five-furlong 
sand track, and the Hitchcock Woods for 
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Two Famous Paintings 


England’s new National Gallery of 
Sporting Art recently bought from Martin 
Stainforth his paintings of Golden Miller 
in the Grand National Steeplechase of 
1934, and of Carbine winning the Mel- 
bourne Cup in 1890.

The Melbourne Cup painting (on the 
opposite page) depicts Carbine’s victory 
in the famous Australian race under 145 
pounds, over a field of 38 others. 

Mr. Stainforth terms the Grand Na- 
tional scene as his “most ambitious paint- 
ing.” 
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hacking, but I have never seen such a lay. 
out for training jumpers, and | doubt if 
there is any other place in America, at 
least, which compares with this one. 

The Springdale course is kept up by 
Harry Kirkover, who knows more about 
the history of racing in South Carolina 
than the Brittanica, and he informs me 
that there was a race course on that site 
as early as 1820, though that was by no 
means the first Camden track. Carolina 
racing dwindled out in the ‘seventies, from 
the poverty of the times, and later was 
stopped by legislation. But I was sur. 
prised to find that there is still quite a bit 
of minor league racing here—usually on 
Wednesdays—and while the horses en- 
gaged are not supposed to be much, some 
of them go on to earn a living at least on 
the major tracks. Betting is not legal, of 
course, but that never stopped anybody. 


Horses for the Courses 


The strongest flat race stable here is 
that of C. V. Whitney, in charge of Syl- 
vester Veitch. Even without First Flight, 
which is wintering in Kentucky, the barn 
is full of stakes winners—Phalanx, Bright 
Song, Mother Recce, and Jeep, as well as 
Bastogne and Khyber Pass, which placed 
in stakes. In fact the 3-year-old Gay Song 
and the 4-year-old Bright Sword are the 
only horses in the lot old enough to have 
run last year which have not earned stakes 
money. 

Phalanx, Khyber Pass, and Gay Song 
are Derby nominees. I assumed that Mr. 
Veitch would not consent to win the Derby 
with a Halcyon colt, but he said yes, he'd 
take it with anything he could. However, 
if it can’t be done with the first two, it 
isn’t likely to be done at all. 
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Phalanx is a big, substantial, muscular 
colt with a good but slightly overbearing 
disposition. On the record Khyber Pass 
isn’t anything like as good, but Mr. Veitch 
says he was a hard-luck 2-year-old last 
year. always being present when some- 
thing swerved at the start, and turning 
up in whatever pockets formed. Even the 
stakes in which he was third, the Saratoga 
Special, was the only 2-year-old race in 
the country which paid no third money. 

Reece. which is mostly speed, was des- 
tined for the stud, and was actually run- 
ning with the barren mares at the farm. 
But Mr. Whitney decided to try her again, 
and at present she is training well. Jeep 
is also starting a comeback attempt. He 
looked very good at three—until Pavot cut 
loose on the turn I had some idea Jeep 
would win the Belmont Stakes—but he 
broke a bone in his foot and has been out 
since. 

Bright Song looks like the stable’s chief 
3-year-old filly hope here. though naturally 
she'll play second fiddle to First Flight for 
awhile at least. She is a big. leggy filly. 
which gets away with 16 quarts of oats a 
day and still has little to show for it. She’s 
as healthy as. well. a horse, and appar- 
ently is just the type which runs light. 
Mother. a strawberry roan by *Mahmoud, 
is an airy-going little thing, but probably 
too small for heavy work. (Then they 
ought to change her name.—Eb. ) 

The 2-year-olds haven't done much yet, 
but apparently one of the best is a chest- 
nut filly named Dusty Legs, by *Mahmoud 
—Dustemall, and thus bred almost exactly 
like First Flight. She has four white 
stockings to the knees and hocks. and 
moves quite nicely. Another *Mahmoud 


is a bay colt out of Boojum’s half-sister, 
Crauneen. He has a foot something like 
Assault’s bad one, which appears to be 
the wrong way to go about imitating a 
good horse, 

It seems to me that these horses are a 
little farther along—say a week or two— 
than those I saw at Aiken or Columbia. 


The Laird of Camden 


The largest stable here is that trained 
by James E. Ryan, numbering about 50, 
and a considerable proportion of them, like 
their trainer and the stable jockey, John 
Joseph Magee of Kildare. came from that 
fortunate isle whence the snakes were 
long ago after being chased out by St. 
Pathrick, himself. This is the outfit which 
had the effrontery, last year, to win a stee- 
plechase stakes on the Jewish New Year. 
with the Irish-bred *Burma Road. The 
latter, one of the two or three best steeple- 
chasers of last season, if not actually the 
best. heads the jumpers in Mrs. Esther du 
Pont Weir's stable here. and the others 
include Galactic. Binder. Deanslaw. and 
others. 

The Ryan barn also houses a consider- 
able number of Irish-bred 5-year-old maid- 
ens which have never run. Theyre jump- 
ing-bred. and big. strong horses. so Mrs. 
Weir's leadership in the steeplechase 
branch seems in no immediate danger. One 
of these maidens, however, is owned by 
Mrs. E. E. D. Shaffer, and represents her 
first venture into this division of racing. 

Mr. Ryan also has the makings of a 
good, flat race stable. The leader here is 
Mrs. Weir’s Royal Governor, which won 
four stakes last year. He is an odd-look- 
ing sort. At first glance you'd say he was 


light. But he’s hard as a rock. He’s light 
naturally, and I suppose he looks just as 
he ought. Two other 3-year-olds are La 
Laitaire, a sister to Galactic, and the 
French-bred *Flying Fortress. which cost 
$46,000 at the Lexington Fall Sales last 
November. They're both in the C. C. A. 
Oaks, and the latter is coming on well. 
She was a trifle hard to get along with 
when she came down in January, but she’s 
well behaved now. 

Of the 2-year-olds owned by Mrs. Weir 
I noted particularly Flaminian Way, by 
Roman: Scarlet Thorn, by Firethorn; and 
*Out o’ the Sun, by Solariens, and bought 
from the Dublin Sale last year. He tried 
hard to die about four weeks ago. but 
didn’t make it, and now is coming along 
normally. There is also a rather good 
*Easton filly, named Meticula. and owned 
by Arthur I. Meigs, and an Irish-bred colt 
by Stardust. which belongs to Paul Mel- 
lon’s Rokeby Stable. Rokeby also has a 
nice *Challenger 2nd filly from Gallor- 
ette’s family. 

Ray Woolfe has Mrs. Scott’s jumpers. 
including Cedar Fence, *Kipper (a half- 
brother to *Corrigan), Annotater, and 
Hampton Roads. as well as Tourist List. 
which belongs to Lowry Watkins, of Lou- 
isville. Two of his young prospects are 
3-year-olds by Annapolis and Battleship. 
respectively, and the Battleship colt es- 
pecially is a stylish, striking colt, looking 
a good deal like his sire. The only young 
horses are a 2-year-old *Blenheim 2nd 
filly which will probably go to Richard E. 
Handlen when the season starts, and a 
2-year-old Battleship colt which will be 
turned out until it comes time for him to 
jump.

Kentucky Breeds 43% of Starters 
And 63% of Open Stakes Winners 


In the issue of March 1 (page 622) I 
climbed in behind Grant Dorland and 
drove off with a wagonload of pencils to 
estimate the proportion of stakes winners 
coming from the various parts of the coun- 
try and the continent. 

It turned out that. if imported horses 
and geographically restricted races were 
omitted from consideration. Kentucky pro- 
duced 63 per cent of the 1946 stakes win- 
ners in North America (Canada and Mex- 
ico included). tabulation including 
some previous studies indicated that Ken- 
tucky’s percentage of the continent's 
stakes winners was going down, as could 
have been expected in the light of the 
vigorous competition from outside — the 
State. 

From miscellaneous samples taken from 
the stud book and its supplements I had 
concluded that something less than a third 
of the foals now being bred in North Amer- 
ica were being produced in Kentucky. But 
no exact estimate was available. 

In order to put the matter on a working 
basis I took a notion to spend on the sub- 
ject a couple of the hours I should have 
used in answering letters. (An _ increas- 
ing proportion of the world’s 2.150.000.000 
people is getting used to that.) 

Instead of trying to count the registered 
foals and assign them to different geo- 
graphical localities | took the horses which 
raced in 1946 as a basis. Using the index 
in the December chart book published by 
Daily Racing Form, 1 soon had samples 
large enough to indicate that 43 per cent 
of the horses raced during the year were 
bred in Kentucky. (In Kentucky nearly 
all Thoroughbreds are bred for racing 
purposes. Outside. the proportion of those 
which race is smaller. by what degree I 
don’t know.) 

With this percentage fixed, or at least 
closely approximated. one could indulge 
in a little abstract mathematics. 

Kentucky's 43 per cent of the continent's 
racing horses includes 63 per cent of the 
stakes winners. (Imported horses and 
winners of restricted stakes. such as the 
Maryland Futurity. are omitted from con- 
sideration.) The ratio of 43 to 63 is 
1.465. 

The remaining 57 per cent of starters 
include 37 per cent of the stakes winners. 
The ratio is 0.649. 

By comparing these two ratios it is seen 
that. as of 1946, a starter bred in Kentucky 
was about 214 times more likely to be a 
stakes winner than a horse bred elsewhere 
in North America. (This figure must be 
handled cautiously. It doesn’t mean 214 
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times more likely than a horse foaled, for 
example, in Maryland. or Virginia, or 
Texas, or California. It represents simply 
the lump sum of all areas other than Ken- 
tucky. without specific breakdowns. Per- 
haps some midnight-oilburner will attempt 
supplementary estimates for other states. ) 

This. again, is not intended as a plug 
for Kentucky breeding. but simply as a 
mark on the scoreboard. The score will 
change. The outsiders. obviously. are 
gaining. 


A Nick for Pennywise 


One of the more delightful hours of my 
visit in England last year was with Mey- 
rick Good, who, T suppose. may be ranked 
as the dean of the racing writers there. Mr. 
Good owns a mare called Pennywise. by 
Penny Royal (by Milton. by Marcovil) out 
of Theodoric. by Tolgus (by *Stefan the 
Great) out of Centaro, by Vencedor (by 
Orby). third dam Celone. by Wavelet’s 
Pride. Recently he committed the indis- 
cretion of asking readers for suggestions 
as to the best mating for the mare. 

That did it. Mr. Good. I imagine. is 
now bulging at all pockets with nicks. 
some of them running back as far as 
Stockwell on Newminster. One of his more 
extended pieces of advice which got into 
the columns of the Sporting Life recom- 


mended Flag of Truce. I quote two para. 
graphs of the considerable supporting 
argument: 


The Lemberg (Cyllene) blood has 
always been looked upon as “nicking” 
well with Bay Ronald stock, the lat- 
ter being most prominent in Flag of 
Truce through Rondeau. Good and 
Gay. and Dark Ronald. Lemberg 
shows up in the Pennywise pedigree 
through Lemonora (No. 10) and Rosa 
Croft. It will be remembered that 
Sister-in-Law was bred on this combi- 
nation, i. e.. Lemberg-—Own Sister. by 
Dark Ronald—Mother-in-Law (Own 
Sister was full sister to Son-in-Law). 

It is also noticeable that Orme has 
his two sons—Flying Fox and Vam- 
ose—figuring in both Flag of Truce 
and Pennywise. Further. it should be 
remembered that the latter’s great 
grandam, Celone, was also the dam of 
Athlone. which, after being a good 
winner, went to stud and produced 
useful stock. 


I was going to suggest that Mr. Good 
send his mare to Lordsburg. N. M.. and 
breed her to Old Bottomdollar. a great- 
great-great-grandson of Old Copperbottom, 
which is descended from Slawkenbergius 
2nd, the most famous example of. the 
Hypohippus—-Zebroid nick, which has 
been producing good horses (along with 
some bad) for 4.317.000 vears or there- 
about. However, after the convincing 
argument above. I am probably too late. 
and shall not bother to give full details. 

1 would, however. like to call Mr. 
Good's attention to the Arigotal—Hephais- 
tos nick in connection with the double 
*Deceiver, which is currently so successful 
in America. It may give food for thought.

A Sporting Parson 
Of Old England 


A horse player might be forgiven for 
speculating about Monday’s card during 
the less lively passages of a sermon, and 
I know a man who searches the hymnal 
for hunches. but readers of religious pa- 
pers scarcely expect them to offer tips on 
the races. It was quite an innovation, 
therefore, when the Reverend J. S. Clarke, 
of St. Barnabas Church, in Plymouth, 
England. jeopardized the doctrine of cler- 
ical infallibility by advising his flock, 
through the parish magazine, to bet on® 
Bricett to win the Grand National. 

The vicar of St. Barnabas, though him- 
self not a betting man, felt moved to 
brighten the magazine by writing on top- 
ics of current interest, and he hit upon 
the Grand National as being of lively con- 
cern to his congregation. Betting, he ob- 
served in justification of his venture into 
handicapping, is no sin if it isn’t carried 
to excess. 

“To put a rational argument against it 
is very difficult,” he added. “And though 
betting is a mug’s game, to say that he who 
puts a shilling on the National is morally 
wrong, is probably not true. People will- 
ingly take a ticket in a draw without any 
qualms, and the principle is the same.” 

Bricett, wrote the parson, is the solid 
horse for a fast track, and should also be 
close up if the going is heavy. On an off 
track his first choice is Jack Finlay, sec- 
ond to Lovely Cottage in the National last 
year. Bricett is a 10-year-old brown geld- 
ing by Baytown—Beauty Spot, by Abbots 
Trace. Of four steeplechases he started 
in last year he won three, fell in the other 
—which was the Grand National. 

Toward the end of February, Bricett 
was third choice at 20 to 1, and the Rev- 
erend Mr. Clarke’s heavy-track specialist. 
Jack Finlay, was 25. Whether the layers, 
impressed by the vicar’s cosmic connec- 
tions, cut their prices on his selections is 
not known here. 

As a warning, perhaps, that uncertainty 
is the only sure thing on this mortal merry- 
go-round, the parson ended his column by 
reminding the parishioners that “the 
chance of any horse finishing in the race 
is 4 to 1 against.” 

Since Bricett seems to be a horse which 
likes to come from behind, a victory for 
him in the Grand National might inspire 
the Reverend Clark to a sermon on 
“Blessed are the Pacemakers.” 


w.f.a. vs. Handicap 


Paul Lowry writes in the Los Angeles 
Times that there is some talk of making 
the Santa Anita Handicap a weight-for- 
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age race. He cautions that nobody con- 
nected with the track can be quoted in the 
matter, but adds that it is being consid- 
ered seriously. 

Reasons for making the change, he says, 
would be to eliminate the large fields that 
sometimes have worked to the disadvan- 
tage of highweights, to answer horse- 
men’s plaints that not enough w.f.a. races 
are written, and to deal Santa Anita into 
the field of international racing, which has 
been Empire City’s baby so far. 

In Collyer’s Eye of March 24 (it reached 
Lexington on March 17, showing what the 
tempo is these days) a story by Hap 
O’Connor related that Santa Anita was 
“getting ready to challenge the Eastern 
tracks, particularly Empire City, in their 
bidding for international invaders.” Hap 
wrote that his story was unofficial too, but 
that the challenge might take the form 
of altered conditions for the $100,000 
handicap, or the handicap might be con- 
tinued and an international race added to 
the book. 

The Eye is quoted here with some dif- 
fidence, because so far I have escaped its 
notice and am not wishful of incurring 
its displeasure. Not long ago one of our 
staff ventured to disagree with the Eye, 
and for his temerity was called a charla- 
tan, which in the Collyer lexicon, as in 
Mr. Webster’s, means “a pretender to 
knowledge or ability.” Personally I am 
in hearty agreement with Hap O’Connor— 
Santa Anita may or may not alter the con- 
ditions of its handicap, and it may or may 
not stage an international race. 


Mr. Bernie 


Bernborough, it may be, has left more 
than a reputation behind him in Australia. 
As reported in THE Btoop-Horse of 
March 8, Jack Bach, who bought the son 
of Emborough as a foal but could not race 
him because of being in bad repute with 
racing authorities, has asserted that he has 
four foals by the horse. 

This news caused some excitement in 
Australia, leading Hugh Dash, sporting 
editor of the Sydney Daily Telegraph, to 
visit Bach in Queensland. He was shown 
an unregistered 2-year-old colt called Mr. 
Bernie, purported to be the son of Bern- 
borough out of a mare called Miss Shirley. 
George McGann, who represents the Syd- 
ney paper in the U. S., relays Dash’s 
story: 

“Bach has only the entry of the mating 
date in his father’s diary and the likeness 
of the colt to Bernborough as evidence to 
support his claim that the colt is Bern- 
borough’s son. Mr. Bernie is a bay rising 
three years. He is beautifully propor- 
tioned with not a single bad point. His 
graceful head is almost a replica of Bern- 
borough’s, with the minor exception that 
the ears are a trifle closer set. Mr. Ber- 
nie looks like a natural galloper. He is so 
tractable that Bach’s 4-year-old daughter

As THE Btoop-HorsE was going to 
press with the last few pages of this issue 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations of 
the United States, Inc., released in New 
York the text of its new Code of Ethics.

No member track to provide any con- 
veniences for comeback money or grant 
telegraphic outlet to organizations servic- 
ing handbooks with information. 

No touting or selling of tipsheets on 
property. 

Fingerprinting for “all those actively 
participating in racing.” 

Registration certificates to be delivered 
to track upon arrival of horses. 

No delegation of tracks’ responsibility 
for assigning stall space or appointing 
officials. 

No awards, except to “owners, breeders, 
or nominators.” 

No solicitation of horses by paying ex- 
penses to or from track, except in case 
of horses from outside U. S. (for inter- 
national races, presumably). 

No racing after sunset. 

Penalty for non-compliance: Expulsion.

can swing on his tail. Because Bach’s en- 
tries to the Australian stud book were re- 
jected since 1938, there is no record of 
service by Bernborough to the mare, Miss 
Shirley, who is said to be Mr. Bernie’s 
dam.” 

McGann’s letter continued: “Australians: 
are hot and bothered about the discovery 
of Bernborough’s progeny—there are sup- 
posed to be four colts and fillies in all. 
The whole business came as a distinct 
shock to A. O. Romano. who sold Bern- 
borough to L. B. Mayer. When I told him 
the news last week over the phone to 
Beverly Hills, Romano said neither he nor 
Plant was aware Bernborough ever was 
mated before they bought him. This be- 
lated discovery of Bernborough’s sly stud 
activity is of a piece with the whole strange 
story of the horse’s career—a good horse 
in the hands of bad men, for the first five 
years. ...” 

It may be that all the episodes of Bern- 
borough’s Turf career haven’t yet un- 
folded. His regular jockey, A. Mulley, 
has been indefinitely suspended by Aus- 
tralian racing officials.

Arbitration Instead of Argument 
Prevailed at Santa Anita Park 


Los ANGELES 

Long ago Fred Purner ran out of the 
superlatives he felt were necessary ade- 
quately to describe the wonders of Santa 
Anita Park. But in the Purner lexicon, 
whatever was meant to follow “finest” 
would seem to fit the Santa Anita meeting 
that has just drawn to a close. 

All of this is not because of the horses. 
for the truth of the matter is that there 
were fewer than usual top handicap per- 
formers here this winter. Rather. the 
pleasant thing about it all was the evident 
teamwork that existed between those with- 
in racing (officials, owners, trainers, 
grooms, etc.) and it is a healthy sign, in- 
deed. for the future of the Turf in Cali- 
fornia. We have reached the point where 
we no longer. as a matter of course, sus- 
piciously put our guns on the table before 
the game starts, in the time-honored tra- 
ditions of the Old West. If we don’t like 
anything. we have learned to gather ‘round 
and talk it over before we holler “Strike!” 
And once the meeting was under way. 
there wasn’t anything that even needed 
talking over. 

The season closed with the running of 
the two $100,000 races. A rotund little 
man with the swashbuckling name of Tony 
Silver is the trainer. and discoverer. of 
*Olhaverry. the new Santa Anita Handi- 
cap champion. 

Even a victory in such a notable race as 
the $100.000 Santa Anita Handicap can 
hardly create an aura of greatness around 
*Olhaverry. and Tony Silver. who tried 
unsuccessfully to peddle the horse more 
than once. will admit as much. However. 
the almost pure white 7-year-old stallion 
from Chile is what we working newspaper- 
men welcome as “good copy.” 


$75 Isn’t Straw 


Through necessity, and not because of 
any desire to pamper the horse. *Ol- 
haverry is probably the most expensively 
kept Thoroughbred in training. He sleeps 
on hay that costs $75 a ton, and the finest 
timothy available is lavished upon him. 
This is because he is subject to colic, and 
would eat straw bedding if it were pro- 
vided, with subsequent ill effects. But 
while he is a hard horse to feed. he is an 
easy one to train. It is a rarity when his 
name appears on the workout sheets. 

“I just walk him and run him,” explains 
Silver. 

Silver imported *Olhaverry in Novem- 
ber, 1945, but because of considerable dif- 
ficulty in obtaining clearance, the Chilean 
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did not get to run that fall at Bay Mead- 
Meanwhile he came down with colic 
and a cold and considerable fever, and 
Ruperto Donoso, who had been lured to 
the coast by Silver to ride *Olhaverry. 
grew tired of waiting for the white horse 
to recover. and left for more remunerative 
fields. 

*Olhaverry did not get to the races un- 
til last summer at Hollywood Park. where 
he proved almost immediately that he 
had considerable class and might beat 
any horse in training over a distance of 
ground when the pace was right and the 
speed horses out in front were stopping. 
In the Santa Anita Handicap. he caught 
such a pace and collared Stitch Again. 
who ran the last quarter in 2645. to win 
going away.

Just Hit Him Once 


*Olhaverry is a light-bodied. finely mus- 
cled horse that weighs only 950 pounds. 
and stands 15 hands. After all these 
months, Silver is still not sure whether the 
horse will run under punishment. Before 
each race he gives the boy instructions to 


knock on him once, and if he responds to 
keep after him. If he shows signs of sulk- 
ing, as he is quite apt to do, he is to be 
hand ridden.

Her Descendants Include 


All psychologists agree that early im- 
pressions are by far the most vivid and 
enduring. Almost every normal person 
can recall the scenes of his childhood 
with a delight far exceeding anything sub- 
sequent. Our capacity for what Carlyle 
called “hero worship” is at its apogee and 
what then seem to us ideal types are apt 
to remain so henceforth and forever. Our 
judgment may be lacking the lessons of 
the coming years. the discernment which 
they alene can bring, and the ability to 
make the fine discriminations of which in- 
experience remains as yet incapable, but 
nevertheless. we remain loyal, for the most 
part. to our first idols. They are to the 
end of the chapter—the yardsticks and 
models by which all would-be rivals are 
weighed and measured—and almost in- 
variably found wanting. 


This is especially true of race horses. 
The Titans which first impress themselves 
upon our imaginations and memories as 
incarnations of equine greatness, are apt 
never to be displaced from the pinnacles 
upon which we have fixed them. There 
they stand, and no matter what the stature 
of those of after-time may be, they do not 
tower so high or assume such an aura of 
immortality. 

The books may be pulled on us by Turf- 
men of younger generations, who in 99 
cases out of 100 do not agree with us, and 
they proceed to prove that our gods had 
feet of clay and were far from what we 
have proclaimed them, which makes not 
a scintilla of difference. 

We say with an air of weary indiffer- 
ence: “My boy. you cannot compare 
horses of different eras.” or “Well, having 
never seen this horse. you know nothing 
about him’”—and right there the argu- 
ment is closed, each party firm in his own 
opinion and holding the other’s as but a 
feather in the balance. 


All this has come home to the present 
writer with renewed force upon looking 
over some recent numbers of L’Eperon 
(The Spur), the French Turf magazine 
re-established in Paris about a year ago 
after a prolonged suspension. It was 
passed along to us by that international 
connoisseur of what is choice in Turf lit- 
erature, Coleman Kelly, Esq.. well known 
to the Turfites of several different coun- 
tries. In format, L’Eperon is similar to 
Tue Broop-Horst, though the page is 
slightly larger.

journal of its type should be, the contents 
and makeup exhibiting that taste for which 
France is famous. 

Among other features of rare interest, 
in the July-August and the October num- 
bers there appeared a two-part Histoire de 
Plaisanterie, contributed by H. Debray. 
whose pen name is “Pot-8-Os.” Through 
this article we have for the first time been 
able to familiarize ourselves with the ca- 
reer of this renowned mare through its 
entire course. This has gratified us much, 
in view of the fact that for over sixty years 
she has occupied one of the most honored 
niches in our pantheon of the Turf. 


The Embodiment of Greatness 


In our opinion, she is one of the few 
supreme embodiments of greatness as ex- 
emplified by members of her sex. among 
Thoroughbreds. 

It was in the year 1885 that Plaisanterie, 
then a 3-year-old filly, astounded the Turf 


winning the Cesarewitch, at 
Newmarket, from an immense field at 
long odds. She soon followed this with 
a thrilling double in the Cambridgeshire, 
though on account of her previous victory 
she was obliged to carry the crushing 
weight of 124 pounds. For a 3-year-old 
filly, this was an unheard-of impost in an 
event for all ages and was especially so 
in “the hardest race in the world to win.” 

At that date we were a boy of 15, but 
already immersed up to the eyes in the 
Turf and its lore and obsessed with race 
horses, good. bad, and indifferent. As for 
our paternal ancestor, it was from him 
that we had inherited this; he was an en- 
thusiast in all the term implies.

When the news of Plaisanterie’s victory 
in the Cesarewitch came to hand in the 
daily press, our progenitor pronounced it 
a wonderful performance, as she had car- 
ried 106 pounds, and of the fillies of that 
age that previously had won it, only the 
brilliant Corisande (110 pounds) had ecar- 
ried as much or more, while several of 
them had up such feathers as from 73 to 
77 pounds. We Americans had been very 
proud when our filly Prioress won under 
93 pounds, but she was then a year older, 
and when, the next season, she tried to 
repeat in it at five, under 107 pounds, she

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could only dead-heat for second place, 
though giving 19 pounds to the 3-year-old 
colt Rocket, the winner. 

When the cables brought the news of 
Plaisanterie’s Cambridgeshire victory, our 
parent figuratively threw up his hat and 
yelled “It’s the greatest feat of the kind 
ever heard of! In comparison, the 
Triple Crown is not in the same class. This 
French filly that nobody ever heard of un- 
til two weeks ago is as great or greater 
than Eleanor, Beeswing, Alice Hawthorne, 
Blink Bonny, Crucifix, Achievement, Apol- 
ogy or Marie Stuart.” 

With filial conformity, we enthusiastic- 
ally seconded the verdict. When, a few 
weeks later, in the leisurely fashion which 
prevailed in the "Eighties, the American 
Turf papers got around to detailed re- 
ports of the two ultra-sensational events, 
and the British accounts in the Sporting 
and Dramatic News and other journals 
came to hand, we soaked them up with 
such avidity that almost we could have re- 
peated them from memory, verbatim. 
Thenceforth Plaisanterie’s name became 
to us one to conjure with as the criterion 
of greatness in a race mare. 


Detailed Accounts Lacking 


But while the news of her double tri- 
umph included much interesting informa- 
tion about her, it was mostly of the sen- 
sational order and left much of her biog- 
raphy a blank. As time passed, and 
after winning such renown upon the 
course she became an illustrious “mother 
in Israel” when relegated to the stud, some 
of these blanks were filled in, but not un- 
til reading Mons. Debray’s compilation 
did we come across a complete account 
of her history. The following sketch in- 
corporates the most interesting events that 
distinguished it. 

Plaisanterie was foaled in 1882 and 
bred by the Vicomte Dauger at his Haras 
de la Chapelle, Department of Orne, Nor- 
mandy—the choicest “blue grass region” 
of France. His stud was never a large 
one but he was a connoisseur of blood- 
lines and had his own idea about their 
combination. During the Franco-Prussian 
war of 1871, the confiscation of all his 
horses, as well as his own murder, was 
narrowly escaped. A decade later, dur- 
ing which horses of his breeding had made 
their mark, among his broodmares was 
one named Poetess 2nd, by Trocadero, one 
of the best sons of the great Monarque, 
while she ran directly back, in tail female, 
at the fifth remove, to Monarque’s own 
dam, Poetess. 

She could never be raced because of 
an attack of distemper which left her 
semi-paralyzed across the loins. Her 
breeder, M. Aumont, consigned her to a 
weeding-out sale, where Vicomte Dauger, 
who liked her bloodlines, bought her for 
$60. In 1884, she then being nine, he 
sent her to one of the Government studs,

where she was covered free of charge by 
the English stallion Wellingtonia. 
Wellingtonia had been a high-class race 
horse in England, but when put to the 
stud he got no patronage because both his 
sire Chattanooga, and his dam Auraucaria 


(destined for great future fame as the 
dam also of Chamant and Rayon d’Or). 
were bad roarers, as was also his grandam 
Pocahontas—the world-renowned  Poca- 
hontas. “empress of broodmares”—who 
also was the dam of Chattanooga. This 
inbred concentration of roaring blood was 
considered “the limit” in England, where 


roaring was then believed a inereditary 
complaint. and it caused the rejection of 
Wellingtonia as a sire. During six years 
at the stud in England, before his sale to 
France, he got only eleven foals, all out of 
wretched mares, but six of them were 
winners. He himself was all right in his 
wind. 


Sold—For $160 


One could not well imagine a less at- 
tractive pedigree at that date, than that of 
Plaisanterie, the daughter of Wellingtonia 
and Poetess 2nd. Nor was Plaisanterie 
herself, as a yearling, much more attrac- 
tive. Consigned to the Vicomte’s annual 
sale in 1883, she brought $160—something 
that was often subsequently quoted to her 
discredit. But it seems that the Vicomte,. 
who considered her unusually promising. 
had ordered a reserve price of 2.500 frances 
($500) put upon her. which was. over- 
looked by the management when she was 
led into the ring. 

Her buyer was an English trainer resi- 
dent in France, one Tommy Carter, who 
perhaps thinking such a heavy investment 
required protection, sold on the spot a 
half interest in her, at the same rate, to 
one Bouy, a small business man of Paris 
(he kept what we call a drug store), who 
was one of his patrons in a very modest 
way. 

Her small cost, her unassuming looks. 
and the limited resources of her owners 
caused them to let the payments on her 
lapse in all the French classics. for which 
Vicomte Dauger had originally named her 
~ something which, like many others in 
similar case, they were to regret bitterly. 

Her 2-year-old form disclosed that Car- 
ter and Bouy had picked a diamond out

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of a dustheap. She was started but three 
times. First she won the Prix du Premier 
Pas, at Caen, and next the Grand Prix de 
Dieppe, at that city, in which she dead- 
heated with Barberine, subsequent winner 
of the French Oaks. She then was taken 
to Paris. where at Longchamp, in the 
Grand Criterium, a weak finish by her 
jockey caused her defeat, by a head, by 
The Condor, with 14 behind her including 
Reluisant, winner of next year’s French 
Derby and second in the Paris Grand 
Prix. 


15 Starts, 14 Wins 


Her 3-year-old career, which was her 
last, as she never again was raced, was to 
prove her one of the supreme performers 
of Turf history. It consisted of 15 starts, 
of which she won 14, closing with her 
Cesarewitch-Cambridgeshire double. — It 
extended from April 12 until October 27. 
In order she won the Prix de la Seine. 
Prix des Cars, Prix de St. James (walk- 
over), and Prix Fould, all at Paris. Next 
came the Prix du Prince de Galles, for all 
ages, in which carrying 114 pounds, she 
was beaten a short head by the 4-year-old 
Martin Pecheur 2nd. This was her last 
defeat, and as in her only previous loss, 
her backers complained loudly of the poor 
finish made by her rider.

This brought her 
well into June. When the decision was 
made to retire her through the hot mid- 
summer weather, after she had been taken 
to Baden-Baden. Germany, where she won 
the Prix du Jubilee of 50.750 francs. This 
was the richest event she placed to her 
credit. On September 20 she made her 
re-entree at Paris. where between then 
and October 4 she took over the Prix de 
Villebon, in which she left her whilom 
conqueror, The Condor, lengths behind. 
then the Prix d’Octobre. and the Prix du 
Prince d’Orange, again beating The Con- 


dor. The race last-named was run on 
October 4. 

Meanwhile a most ambitious scheme had 
been hatched by Carter and Bouy, it be- 
ing nothing less than the invasion of Eng- 
land and the attempt to bring off a Cesare- 
witch-Cambridgeshire double. At that 
time only two horses had accomplished this 
extraordinary feat. They were Rosebery, 
in 1876. he being then 4 and carrying 
103 pounds in the first event and 117 
pounds in the second, and the American 
3-year-old colt Foxhall, in 1881, he carry- 
ing 110 pounds and 126 pounds. respect- 
ively.

106 Pounds, 50 to I 


When her name appeared in the entry 
lists. it excited no comment whatever in 
England, where little interest was then 
taken in French racing, and only in rare 
cases was any great respect felt for French 
horses. The Cesarewitch weights were 
duly announced. She was assigned only 
106 pounds, whereas she had been carry- 
ing up to 129 with success. Odds of 50 
to 1 were posted against her by the big 
London bookies. and immediately an agent 
for her party slipped over there and laid, 
it was reported, the sum of 50.000 francs 
($10.000) at that price. This was one 
McEvoy. an Irish bookie who plied his 
trade at the Cafe du Helder, the hang-out 
of a celebrated coterie of Gallic game- 
sters. The result was that her quotations 
receded to 12 to 1. and at post time they 
had been pounded down to 100 to 15. 
Althorp (108 pounds), an English 3-year- 
old, was favored at 6 to 4. 

The race was run in a pouring rain. 
Hartley (a French jockey, despite his 
name) got Plaisanterie away in the sec- 
ond platoon of the field of 22 starters. She 
was never very far back and in the home 
stretch came through to win easily by two 
lengths. A large crowd of Parisian reg- 
ulars had come over to see the race and 
their jubilation was vociferous. They had 
punished the ring to the extent, it was 
said. of over a million franes ($200,000). 
as practically all the money laid on the 
filly was French money. 


St. Gatien, Bendigo and Plaisanterie 


The Cesarewitch was run on October 13. 
The Cambridgeshire followed on October 
27. Meanwhile, in characteristic British 
fashion. the filly’s performance was made 
light of. It was asserted that the field 
she beat lacked quality, that she had been 
“pitchforked in” by the handicapper, and 
that now, with an impost of 124 pounds, 
she would cut no figure, as a far different 
lot of horses would face her. 

These included the great St. Gatien, 
topweight at 136 pounds. He was a Derby 
winner, and up to that time was unbeaten. 
He was made favorite at 2 to 1. The fa- 
mous Irish horse Bendigo, winner of the 
Cambridgeshire two years before, and 
later of the $50,000 Eclipse Stakes, car- 
ried 134 pounds. The splendid mare 
Thebais, winner of the Oaks, Champion 
Stakes, Ascot Gold Vase and many other 
stakes, carried 129 pounds. The two fast 
horses *Pizarro and *The Sailor Prince, 
both later imported to America by Pierre 
Lorillard, also were in the field.  Alto-

highest-class lots ever to go to the post. 

The getaway was made at a flying pace 
and the clip throughout was so fast that 
most of the starters were never in the race. 
Duke of Richmond and Thebais got off in 
front, but immediately Hartley took Plais- 
anterie up to the leader. She and Caltha., 
the latter in at only 88 pounds, carried 
the Duke so fast that after a brave effort 
he gave up the fight. *Pizarro (112 
pounds). then rushed up to a momentary 
lead but could not hold it, and about 300 
vards from home Plaisanterie came away 
and won with great ease by two lengths. 
Bendigo was second. a neck in front of 
Eastern Emperor and St. Gatien, who 
were heads apart. 

No. official time was taken, but it was 
stated unofficially that Plaisanterie ran 
the mile and a furlong 14 seconds faster 
than Foxhail. four years before. and 16 
seconds faster than Bendigo had in 1883. 
She started second favorite at 10 to 1. 
again she carried French money almost 
exclusively. and again the ring took such 
a punishment as left it gasping. While 
the amount that crossed the Channel was 
not so big as twe weeks before. it was a 
lot of money. 

In the Cesarewitch, Plaisanterie had 
run 214 miles in effortless fashion. not 
entering contention until at the back end.

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11, miles, had forced the pace all the way 
and then, at the end, came through to win 
in a romp. Thus she had proven herself 
past mistress of the racing game, a stayer 
of the first rank, a marvel for speed. in- 
different to weight, and as pliable as elas- 
tic in her jockey’s hands. The Britons. 
convinced at length, took off their hats and 
pronounced her a wonder. 

Plaisanterie’s greatest performance was 
also her last. How much of the swag 
that her party took back to Paris went 
into the pockets of Bouy, the drug store 
man, is unknown, but his cut of the money 
must have been enough to make him finan- 
cially easy. Then Fate stepped in and 
garlands of crepe on the front doors of his 
little apothecary shop informed the public 
that he had passed on. 

As the filly had raced as his property 
and had been entered in his name, all her 
engagements for 1886, under the rules 
then in force, were automatically for- 
feited at his death, and as most of those 
in which it was intended to start her had 
closed, she was left practically useless un- 
til very late in the fall. 


No Buyers at $30,000 


Accordingly she was thrown out of train- 
ing and sent across to England, consigned 
to a Tattersalls auction. But because a 
reserve price of 150,000 frances ($30,000) 
was placed upon her, because she would 


soon be five years old, and because when- 
ever she started she was assured of a back- 
breaking impost, there were no bids. Re- 
turned to France, she spent two years of 
idleness in the stable of Tommy Carter. 
and then in 1888 the widow of his de- 
ceased partner, Madam Bouy, brought 
suit against him for a settlement. The 
courts ordered the mare sold, which was 
done on December 7 at Chantilly, when she 
was bought by the celebrated English 
breeder Sir Tatton Sykes for 60,000 francs 
($12,000), which was regarded as no 
great price. : 

Madam Bouy patted her on the nose and 
wept tears of farewell and she departed 
forever from La Belle France to spend the 
rest of her days at Sledmere. where she 
died in 1906, aged 24. 

Considering her long life, Plaisanterie 
was a shy breeder—in 16 years she pro- 
duced but seven foals. Her best performer 
was her first, Childwick (1890) by St. 
Simon, winner as a 4-year-old of the Ce- 
sarewitch, which gave her the unique dis- 
tinction of having both won that event 
and produced a winner of it. 

Childwick. sold to France, there became 
most notable as the sire of *Negofol, win- 
ner of the French Derby, imported into 
the U. S. A. by the late E. F. Simms and 
memorable as the sire of Hourless, Vito, 
and other horses. Hourless sired, among 
many good ones, Mike Hall, winner of 
$213,420.

At 
five she was bought by the late August 
Belmont and brought to Kentucky, where 
she produced to the cover of Rock Sand 
first Trap Rock (1908), and then Tracery 
(1909), through which pair of brothers 
her blood has become an element of im- 
portance in the present Thoroughbred 
breeds of many countries, including Amer- 
ica, England, France, the Antipodes, and 
South America, where many of the best 
horses and biggest winners of recent years 
have carried it—the details being so fa- 
miliar that to recapitulate them, seems 
unnecessary. 

We will only note that Tracery, who was 
raced in England only, won both the St. 
Leger and the $50,000 Eclipse Stakes, and 
was sold to go to Argentina for a reported 


price of $265,000, at that date (1920) the

highest sum ever paid for a Thoroughbred. 
From the line he established came *Kayak 
2nd. winner of the largest amount (213.- 
205. including the Santa Anita Handicap 
of 1939) credited to any foreign-bred 
horse on American tracks. Pantheon, an 
English-bred son of Tracery. taken to Aus- 
tralia sired Peter Pan. the only double 
winner of the Melbourne Cup (2 miles) 
through the past 75 years. He carried 
136 pounds the second time and gave the 
second and third horses 36 pounds each. 
The premature death of Tracery at the 
age of 15, after a syndicate had brought 
him back to England from the Argentine, 
was a tremendous loss. 

At the time of her great double. Plaisan- 
terie was described as “commonish and 
rather clumsy” by one scribe, while an- 
other termed her “very smoothly made.” 
The reader may take his choice of these 
two dry-points which show that ideas about 
race horses 60 years ago on the Other 
Side varied as markedly as those, for in- 
stance, about Pan Zareta do nowadays 
in U. S. A. 

The very excellent photo reproduced 
herewith from one appearing in her his- 
tory in L’Eperon, shows her as a 3-year-old 
and depicts a filly that most horsemen 
would pronounce very good looking. She 
was a chestnut in color and stood about 
1584 hands. Her power through the 
hind quarter was noticeable. 


Debray. in his Histoire, relates the fol- 
lowing anecdote: “When upon his death- 
bed, her breeder, the Vicomte Dauger. 


was visited by Edmond Blanc, then the 
leading owner of France. They spoke of 
Plaisanterie, and the Vicomte expressed 


his regret that he had no portrait of the 
filly. A few days later he received, with 
M. Blane’s compliments, a magnificent oil 
painting of her, from the Blane collection, 
The joy of the Vicomte was great, but he 
lived only a short time afterward. The 
painting preserved by his daughter. the 
Comtesse de Chenelette, until her death 
at the age of 87 in 1928, and then by her 
daughter. the Baronne de L’Escaille. until 
the coming of World War Il. when the 
Chateau de la Chapelle. a superb mansion 
of the French Renaissance style, was 
sacked and the entire contents either de- 
stroyed or carried off as loot.”

Mrs. L. F. O’Leary’s Cabbie Boy 
set a new track record of 3:0015 for 184 
miles. and L. H. Appleby’s Cum Laude 
rubbed out Seabiscuit’s record for 11 
miles by covering nine furlongs in 1:48%5,

“It’s a tough race to win.” Jimmy Jones 
commented, as his groom applied a bracer 
and bandages to Armed’s fore leg. “You 
have to pedal along to keep up with horses 
like Artillery and Stitch Again—who can 
carry you for a mile or so as fast as any 
horses in the country—and you still have 
to watch out for late runners like *Ol- 
haverry.

On Trust to Kentucky 

As for the Santa Anita Derby. the colts 
munching bluegrass in Kentucky. calmly 
awaiting the “run for the roses” and the 
biggest Derby of them all on May 3 at 
Churchill Downs. must have been shocked 
out of their winter calm by the manner in 
which On Trust won the $100,000 3-year- 
old test. 

On Trust has all the qualifications of an 
exceptionally fine race horse. He is hon- 
est. consistent. and game. and his mile 
and a quarter in 2:0315 (last quarter in 
2645) is highly acceptable for a 3-year- 
old this early in the year. A great many 
Derbies. in Kentucky and elsewhere, have 
been won less impressively. 


Willie Molter, the rosy-cheeked young- 
ster from Fredericksburg. Texas. who 
trains On Trust for Earl Stice and Sons. 
of Eagle Rock, Calif., plans to leave here 
in two weeks, bound for Churchill Downs 
with On Trust. Johnny Longden will ride 
the *Alibhai-Torch Rose colt, whose dam 
was a gift from Clyde Van Dusen to L. B. 
Maver. 

Seldom has the veteran Longden been as 
enthusiastic over a young horse as he is 
over On Trust. “I didn’t want to go to the 
front so soon,” Longden said later. “but 
On Trust was fighting to run. and I hated 
to keep choking him. so I just let him go. 
All through the stretch he was pricking his 
ears and kicking up his heels, and I knew 
no horse in the field was ever going to 
catch us. I'd say we—that is, he—has an 
excellent chance in the Kentucky Derby.” 


The Best—and the Smartest 


Not only is he the best horse Molter has 
ever trained, but the slight Texan casts a 
vote for him as the smartest. “He never 
worries. never gets excited. He watches 
closely everything that goes on around the 
barn, and in the paddock he wears an arro- 
expression that seems to say he can 
he beaten. 

“Pid vou notice him in the winner's cir- 
cle? He was more interested in the flowers 
they draped around his neck than anything 
else, but he stood there as quietly as 
though he were back in his own stall.” 


Time may prove us wrong. But, for 
once, we think we are sending to Kentucky 
a Santa Anita Derby champion and a 
home-bred of real quality for the “run for 
the roses.” one with the heart for a mile 
and a quarter, and the speed to go all the 
way. 


Not as Fast, But Faster 


When all other records of the meeting 
have been broken, and forgotten, the one 
most likely to remain is the performance 
turned in by Mrs. Rea Warner’s 2-year-old 
King Rhymer. He sped three furlongs 


down the straightaway course in :32, 
which isn’t as fast as horses run; it’s 


faster. 

Roy Waldron. who turned over the War- 
ner training duties to Graceton Philpot 
the next day. picked King Rhymer out 
of the yearling sales ring for $7.500. The 
colt he beat by three parts of a length in 
such phenomenal time was Royal Blood. 
for whom the Maine Chance Farms had 
paid $50.000. 

Despite new attendance records, the mu- 
tuel handle for the 50-day season was con- 
siderably below last year. When more 
people enjoy the races. and wager less, it 
not only proves the popularity of the sport. 
but that racing is gradually returning to 
normal. Santa Anita officials regard this 
as a healthy sign, and are not at all dis- 
heartened at the prospect.

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Marked Increases 
In West Virginia 


Racing in West Virginia during 1946 
gained approximately 63 per cent in pari- 
mutuel handle 1945, and approxi- 
mately 67 per cent in collections by the 
State in 1946 over 1945, according to the 
annual report of the West Virginia Racing 
Commission. 


over 


For 113 days of racing (the same num- 
ber as in 1945) the pari-mutuel handle 
at West Virginia’s four meetings totaled 
$20.988.788. as compared with total handle 
of $13.228.244 during 1945, an increase of 
$7.760.544. 

Revenue to the State during 1946 to- 
taled $237,137 as compared with $159,782 
during 1945, an increase of $77,355. 

The year 1946 was the twelfth in which 
racing has been conducted under the jur- 
isdiction of the West Virginia Racing 
Commission, and the commission reports 
that at each meeting during 1946 the daily 
average wagering was higher than that 
for previous years. As in the past, the 
winter meeting at Charles Town had the 
top daily average—$240,606. 

The collections by the commission are 
based on a tax of $250 a day, plus 1 per 
cent of the amount wagered. 


Failure of the operators of Charles Town 
to comply with an order to give the com- 
mission cashiers’ checks for all funds held 
by the tracks for uncashed  pari-mutuel 
tickets brought from the commission a 
suggestion that the attorney general pre- 
pare an amendment to the racing law for 
the disposition of such outstanding tickets. 

The former operators of Wheeling 
Downs, according to the commission, had 
sold their interest in uncashed pari-mutuel 
tickets to the new owners without making 
any provision to place funds where they 
would be available for payment of the un- 
cashed tickets when presented.

New Records 


With the calendar turned past the Hia- 
leah Park and Santa Anita Park meetings. 
there was a slight change in actors during 
the last week as the scene shifted to Gulf- 
stream Park and Tanforan. and a consid- 
erable change in purse values. So far as 
action was concerned, the pace was swift— 
in the two stakes races at Gulfstream Park. 
two new track records were established. 

The first record fell on March 12, when

Army channels to make it more or less an 
official Army document. 


At any rate. because it in a measure 
supplements the war-time aspect of this 
horse heaven. it is presented here in part. 

After enumerating the difhiculties en- 
countered in camouflaging mules to make 
them less of a target for the Wehrmacht 
shooting gallery experts (this was done 
by spraying them with potassium perman- 
ganate) it relates one detail of the organi- 
zation of the Remount Service in Italy and 
then plunges into the following: 

“Remount station 5L81 was located at 
Barbaricina, a suburb of Pisa. The sta- 
tion was quartered in a former racing 
stable with the men living in a fine brick 
building which they christened *Albergo 
Rimonte’—-Remount Hotel. The Albergo 
was a veritable crossroads in Italy for all 
ex-cavalrymen, veterinarians. horse- 
lovers in general. One could always get 
a hot meal. a bed, and a hot bath at the 
Albergo Rimonte. 

“Normally the Remount Service in the 
field is not concerned with animal breed- 


ing. However, the Pisa station was faced 
with maternity problems subsequent to the 
capture of a number of German mares by 
the 10th Mountain Division. (Note: This 
outfit, a part of the U.S. Forces in Italy, 
used a number of mules in their opera- 
tions.) The favorite pet of personnel and 
visitors at Pisa was a beautiful colt  be- 
longing to a dappled grey mare which for- 
merly spent her time pulling a Jerry field 
piece in a northerly direction prior to 
capture. The Germans have the benevo- 
lent habit of permitting the farmers to 
care for their animals when they are in a 
semi-permanent bivouac, as they were in 
the more or less static period of warfare 
in the last spring (1945), north of the 
Arno River. Obviously the mare got in 
mixed company. as she foaled after she 
was captured. 

“It was interesting to see the variety of 
brands used in identifying animals which 
came from all parts of the world. The 
Germans used a hoof brand; the mules 


from the British Middle East had only a 
crowfoot. The British liked our Preston 
branding system so well they adopted a 
similar one for branding their animals on 
the off side of the neck. 

~The condition of the horses captured 
from the Germans was generally fair. Of 
the first captives. some came in with gap- 
ing shrapnel wounds, most were lousy, and 
some appeared to be suffering from mal- 
nutrition, The manes of the captured 
horses were not roached, and unlike our 
Army. the Germans used many. stallions 
for transportation as well as for drawing 
heavy artillery. 

“When our forces captured the Po Val- 
ley they discovered tens of thousands of 
riding and draft horses and a negligible 
number of mules running free. The Ger- 
mans had been unable to get these across 
the Po River in the haste of chaotic  re- 
treat. Among these animals were some of 
the best German and Austrian stock, along 
with the best of the Italian breed. which 
had been procured as they rolled back 
from Reggio and Salerno to the Po. It 
was no trouble at all to walk into any field 
and select a perfectly matched team of 
dappled) grey or chestnut draft horses. 
Also there were well conformed hunting 
and jumping types.”

Foaled March 4 this bay filly by Count Fleet challenged her dam a few days later to a 
gallop. It was pretty formidable opposition, for Swiftply had been a good winner at two, had finished sec- 
ond in the Flash and Fashion Stakes, third in Adirondack Handicap. 


We at Mereworth think this is a natural cross—Count Fleet and Swiftply—as a matter of fact we are 
sending Swiftply back to Count Fleet this year. Every foal out of Swiftply to race has won, including two 
of stakes class—Dispose, winner of the Flamingo stakes, Bahamas Handicap, and over $57,000, and Upper 
Level, third in the Demoiselle Stakes.
